| SUCCULENTS 


HESE colorful and fascinating desert plants are becoming increasingly popular with our 

patrons. Most of them are easy to grow in the window garden and none of them have spines. 
They are found principally in the desert or semi-desert regions of Africa and Mexico, though 
almost every region of the world produces some species. They are called ‘succulents because 
their thick juicy stems and leaves store water to tide them over the long dry spells found in 
their home lands. Mexico, from its mountains and plateaus, has given us the lovely Echeverias 
with their rich coloring and handsome flowers, the white powdered-leaved Pachyphytums, Sedums 
and related genera and the stately Yuccas and Nolinas and the towering spikes of the Century 
Plants. From South America come the Dyckias and Puyas, members of the Pineapple family. But 
the great bulk of our succulents are from South Africa and Madagascar. Here are. found a 
myriad of strange and curious forms. The strikingly beautiful Star Flowers, some with blossoms 
bigger than dinner plates, nestle beneath the scanty shade of Mimosas. The plains and valleys 
are dotted with shrubby Mesembryanthemums, which during their flowering seasons are ablaze 
with brilliant blossoms. In the warmer regions toward Rhodesia the great tree Euphorbias, their 
gaunt arms reaching upward, give thin shade to the sturdy black men in their kraals. The won- 
derfully adapted Stone Plants, which in their hundreds mimic the pebbles among which they 
grow, are found in abundance. Only when they burst into bloom may one discover their hiding 
places. Clumps of Haworthias in their infinite varieties cling to the shelter of the sparse shrubs, 
shrubby Cotyledons open their orange bells on the hillsides, and among them hide the dainty 
Crassulas, with their fragrant ‘‘shaving brush’’ blossoms, while the flaming torches of the glorious

In general, they should be treated very much as one would ferns 
or begonias or even geraniums, This is understandable when one 
remembers they are NOT desert plants but native to the warm 
upland forests of Mexico and Central America. They enjoy a quite 
sandy but rich soil from which surplus water quickly drains away. 
They like plenty of water during the growing season from March to 
September, never allowing them to become dry. Feeding with Cac- 
tus Food greatly stimulates growth and flowering.

HE MAMILLARIAS are the queens of the cactus family. They are all very neat and beautiful and there are 

innumerable kinds to meet every fancier’s taste. All have lovely spine patterns and none bear wicked spines. 
The blossoms of many are bright and quite a few flower during the dull days of winter. To see one the white 
crowned species bearing a diadem of vivid ruby-red blossoms is a plant lover’s treat. Some bear golden spines, 
others snowy white ones so close and intricate as to be pure white globes. Some are red tipped, others are 
hooked or almost black. Some species form great clusters of scores of heads, others a few youngsters around 
their skirts, while some are solitary, seldom producing offsets. Some are like puffs of cotton, the silky hairs 
covering the plants; some bear feather-like spines and some have long white hair like the Old Man Cactus. 
All are easy to grow and all are small enough, even when mature, for the window garden. Most of the finer 
ones are from the mountains of Mexico, though their range is from the South Western States through Central 
America to Venezuela. They grow from the bluffs on the seacoast to the high interior plateaus, some hiding at 
the base of shrubs, others seeking exposed, sun-drenched outcroppings. It is surprising how nature produces so 
many variations on a single theme. Certainly in the Pincushion Cacti she has extended herself.

CULTURE OF MAMILLARIAS 


Most of the Mamillarias thrive under much the same treatment 

in the window garden. They like plenty of light and fresh 
air, A daily airing of the room is helpful whenever outside condi- 
ditions make it possible. However, cacti will thrive under condi- 
tions which would kill most house plants, Common sense and 
avoidance of extremes are one’s best guides. 


Mamillarias with green stems and darker spines are the most 
vigorous growers, Those with white, closely set spines seem to come 
from the driest regions and often from limestone country. For this 
reason we recommend a quite porous soil with crushed egg shells 
or old plaster or limestone grits, such as is fed to chickens, to 
supply the lime. However, all varieties like the lime. Our Soil Con- 
ditioner is useful and our Cactus Compost needs only the addition 
of loam and sand to make a perfect cactus soil. You will find our 
Compost exceedingly economical, as one 75 cent package will make 
6 to 10 quarts of excellent compost. 


Mamillarias will grow in almost any soil, but for the expert 
who likes to take pains we recommend 2 parts gritty sand, 1 part 
sandy loam and 1 part leafmold or Cactus Compost with a 
sprinkling of limestone. Some like to add either bricks crushed to 
the size of peas or charcoal with the intention of keeping the 
soil open and ‘‘sweet.’’ Their growing season is from April till 
fall, when they may be watered whenever dry, particularly if they 
have plenty of sunlight, During the winter when dormant less 
moisture is needed. If placed outdoors in summer they will show 
their appreciation by vigorous matured growth.

CULTURE OF CEREI 


Cerei are, with few exceptions, vigorous growers, and 
are of easy culture, presenting no particular problenis 
to the cultivator. They have vigorous roots and thrive 
splendidly in a compost of one part of sandy loam, 
one and one-half parts gritty builders sand, one part 
leafmold or our Cactus Compost, and a sprinkling of 
Cactus Soil Conditioner. 'They will grow almost any- 
where, but prefer a sunny position in the window gar- 
den with plenty of fresh air. In summer they may be 
put out in a hot sunny location such as under the 
eaves near the house foundation. (Caution: Protect 
during first two weeks from full sun to prevent sun 
scald.) They will show their appreciation by extra- 
ordinarily fine natural growth. Such matured growth 
insures flowers. : , 

Practically all cacti are happiest in medium sized 
pots. For though in the wilds their roots may ramble 
Over considerable distances, tracing out the pockets of 
humus laden soil, yet in cultivation oversized pots gen- 
erally become sodden and sour, which will mean sickly 
yellow plants. It is interesting to note that the healthv 
feeding roots are always found clinging to the porous, 
air-filled sides of the pots and not in the middle oc’ 
the ball. 3, 4 or 5-inch pots are quite ample for 
plants up to 15 inches tall. 

In winter rest your plants (plants like animals need 
rest) by gradually withholding water till eventually 
only enough water is given to keep plants barely 
plump. Never at this season give your plants a soaking! 
Always water lightly and on bright days, Wetness in 
dull weather causes rotting.

ECHINOCACTUS 


T HESE barrel-shaped cacti are a very attractive group found scattered from the United States to 
Argentina. They vary greatly in their size and shape and in the kinds of flowers and fruits 
they bear. Some are tiny species the size of walnuts, others are 10 feet tall and a yard in thick- 
ness. They may be identified in two great geographical groups, the North American ones centered 
in Mexico and embracing such plants as Bishop’s Cap, Golden Barrel, Cat’s Claw, Agave Cactus, 
etc., the South American ones the Parodias, Lobivias, Chin Cacti, Ball Cacti, etc. | have placed 
under Echinocacti most of the globular types even though technically some are related more 
closely to the Cerei. Almost all of them have one feature in common (shared with their con- 
geners, the Cerei), that is—ridged stems. This accordion effect, well shown in the photograph 
of the Star Cactus, page 31, allows them to expand rapidly without bursting when the rains fall.
